The  main  theme  concerns  the  love  ot  a  voting  and 
beautiful  English  girl  tor  an  Italian  priest  who  is 
devoted  to  his  hiitli,  and  the  author  pictures  with 
tragic  stress  the  sacrifice  that  both  make  bv  their 
complete  surrender  to  the  claims  ot  the  higher  lite. 

The  great  problem  raised  in  this  book  will  certamlv 
provoke  acute  controversv,  dealing  as  it  does  \\ith 
a  vital  aspect  of  the  eternal  conflict  between  the 
spirit  and  the  flesh. 

The  author  depicts  with  rare  and  convincing  skill 
the  clash  of  passion  with  taith,  the  war  ot  tempera- 
ments ;  and  throughout  the  pages  of  an  arresting 
storv  he  weaves  a  thread  of  excitement,  adventure 
and  sustained  interest. 

In  dealing  with  deep  and  debatable  questions  ot 
sex,  Mr.  Knox  writes  with  tearless  courage  and 
complete  smcentv.  Moreover,  his  characters  are- 
drawn  with  a  knowledge  born  of  experience,  in  a 
word  thcv  are  real.  He  has  given  us  a  book  that 
will  compel  thought  and  provoke  interest,  a  volume 
that  must  bv  no  means  be  overlooked  ;  a  storv 
that  cverv  man  and  woman  should  read.
